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HE  Church  of  St.  Nicholas*  is 
said  to  have  been  founded  in  the 
year  1091,  by  Osmund,  Bishop 
of  Salisbury,  a  Norman  by  birth, 
who  came  over  with  William  the 
Conquerer. 

Between  the  years  1115  and 
1128,  King  Henry  I.  gave  the 
Church  of  St.  Nicholas,  with  that  of  Newburn  and  others, 
held  of  him  by  Richard  de  Aurca  Valle,  to  the  Church 
of  Carlisle,  at  that  incumbent's  death ;  and  in  the  year 

1193,  Hugh  Pudsey,  Bishop  of  Durham,  confirmed  to 
the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Carlisle,  all  the  Churches  that 
belonged  to  them  in  his  Diocese.  On  the  24th  of  January, 

1194,  the  same  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Prior 
and  Convent  of  Carlisle,  who  held  the  Vicarage  of  this 

*  St.  Nicholas  was  Bishop  of  Myra,  a  city  in  Lycia,  a  province  of  Asia 
Minor.  He  lived  about  the  beginning  of  the  Fourth  Century,  and  during 
the  persecution  of  Licinius,  the  Roman  Emperor,  was  sent  into  banish, 
ment ;  but  after  the  death  of  that  Tyrant,  he  re- visited  his  Diocese,  and 
threw  out  all  the  idols  which  he  found  in  it.  He  is  said  to  have  assisted  at 
the  General  Council  of  Nice,  where  he  strenuously  opposed  the  Arians.  He 
is  commemorated  on  the  sixth  of  December. 
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Church,  appointed,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Vicar 
thereof,  for  the  time  being,  all  the  fruits,  annual  pro- 
fits, oblations,  and  obventions  belonging  thereto,  except 
the  great  tythes.  In  the  year  1216,  the  Church  of  St. 
Nicholas  is  said  to  have  been  destroyed  by  fire ;  and  it 
appears  that  the  re-building  of  it  was  not  finished  till 
1359. 

King  Henry  VIII.,  by  his  Charter,  dated  6th  May, 
1541,  granted  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Carlisle, 
among  other  things,  "  A  moiety  of  the  Rectory  of  New- 
castle upon  Tyne,"  enjoining  the  payment  of  "  Eight 
pounds  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham  out  of  the  said  moiety." 

This  superb  structure  is  stiled,  in  the  earliest  account 
of  it,  "  The  Church  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne."  It  mea- 
sures 240  feet  in  length,  and  75  in  breadth,  and  standing 
in  an  elevated  situation,  nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  town, 
forms  a  truly  beautiful  object  in  almost  every  point  of 
view. 

The  Steeple,  the  pride  and  glory  of  the  Northern 
Hemisphere,  is  in  height  about  194  feet,  and  for  its 
peculiar  excellency  of  design  and  delicacy  of  execution,  is 
justly  esteemed  one  of  the  finest  specimens  of  archetec- 
tural  beauty  in  Europe.  The  construction  is  singular 
and  mighty,  and  the  masonry  bold  and  decisive.  It  con- 
sists of  a  square  tower,  40  feet  in  width,  having  great  and 
small  turrets,  with  pinnacles,  at  the  angles  and  centre  of 
each  front  of  the  tower.  From  the  four  turrets  at  the 
angles  spring  two  arches,  which  meet  in  an  intersecting 
direction,  and  bear  on  their  centre  an  efficient  perforated 
lanthorn,*  surmounted  by  a  tall  and  beautiful  spire :  the 

*   Illuminated  anciently  for  the  conduct  of  travellers  by  night— See  Stow. 
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angles  of  the  lanthorn  have  pinnacles  similar  to  those  on 
the  turrets,  and  the  whole  of  the  pinnacles,  being  twelve 
in  number,  and  the  spire,  are  ornamented  with  crockets 
and  vanes. 

It  is  a  generally  received  opinion,  that  the  upper  part 
of  this  steeple  is  a  superstructure,  and  that  it  was  raised 
upon  the  original  tower  in  the  time  of  King  Henry  IV. 
by  Robert  Rhodes,  a  most  munificent  friend  of  St.  Cuth- 
bert,  the  great  tutelar  Saint  of  the  Diocese,  and  more 
particularly  of  the  Churches  in  Newcastle  upon  Tyne, 
where  he  resided.  On  the  ceiling,  underneath  the  Belfry, 
there  is  an  inscription,  with  the  arms  of  Rhodes,  as  fol- 
lows : — "  Orate  pro  Anima  Roberti  Rodes."  Some  have 
ascribed  the  erection  of  this  Steeple  to  David  I.  King  of 
Scotland. 

Bourne  has  the  following  tradition  of  this  building : — 
'  In  the  time  of  the  civil  wars,  when  the  Scots  had  be- 
'  seiged  the  town  for  several  weeks,  and  were  still  as  far 
'  as  at  first  from  taking  it,  the  General  sent  a  messenger 
'  to  the  Mayor  of  the  town,  and  demanded  the  keys, 
'  and  the  delivering  up  of  the  town,  or  he  would  imme- 
'  diately  demolish  the  steeple  of  St.  Nicholas.  The 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  upon  hearing  this,  immediately 
ordered  a  certain  number  of  the  chiefest  of  the  Scottish 
prisoners  to  be  carried  up  to  the  top  of  the  old  tower, 
the  place  below  the  lanthorn,  and  there  confined. 
After  this  they  returned  the  General  an  answer  to  this 
purpose, — that  they  would  upon  no  terms  deliver  up 
the  town,  but  would  to  the  last  moment  defend  it  : 
that  the  steeple  of  St.  Nicholas  was  indeed  a  beautiful 
and  magnificent  piece  of  architecture,  and  one  of  the 
b  2 
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"  great  ornaments  of  their  town  ;  but  yet  should  be 
'*  blown  into  atoms  before  ransomed  at  such  a  rate  :  that, 
"  however,  if  it  was  to  fall,  it  should  not  fall  alone;  that 
"  the  same  moment  he  destroyed  the  beautiful  structure, 
"  he  should  bathe  his  hands  in  the  blood  of  his  country- 
"  men,  who  were  placed  there  on  purpose  either  to  pre- 
"  serve  it  from  ruin,  or  to  die  along  with  it.  This  mes- 
"  sage  had  the  desired  effect.  The  men  were  there  kept 
"  prisoners  during  the  whole  time  of  the  seige,  and  not 
"  so  much  as  one  gun  fired  against  it." 

The   Corporation  of  Newcastle  have  been  charged  with 
the  reparation  of  this  structure  from  time  immemorial. 

The  Bells  belonging  to  this  Church  are  very  large 
ones,  possessing  an  uncommon  nobleness  of  sound.  There 
were  only  five  originally,  but  the  number  has  been  in- 
creased to  eight  l)y  the  Corporation.  The  Great  Bell 
was  broken  about  the  year  1 754,  and  sent  to  London  to 
be  new  cast.  The  present  one  weighs  36  hundred  weight. 
In  the  month  of  October,  1761,  the  present  Clock, 
with  Chimes,  was  finished  and  put  up  by  Mr  Walker,  of 
Newcastle. 

The  interior  of  St.  Nicholas  Church  was  converted  into 
its  present  Cathedral  form  in  the  year  1785.  It  bears 
an  aspect  of  solemn  religious  grandeur,  and  is  well  calcu- 
lated to  impress  the  beholder  with  feelings  of  awe  and 
veneration.  It  is  divided  into  three  aisles  by  two  rows  of 
lofty  pillars,  with  pointed  arches.  The  Chancel  is  divided 
from  the  Nave  by  an  ornamented  partition  of  wood.  This 
Church  is  illuminated  with  a  variety  of  beautiful  gothic 
windows,  several  of  which  contain  some  vestages  of  an- 
cient stained  glass. 
Grey  says,   that    the  Great  Eastern  Window  was  built 
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by  the  beneficent  Roger  Thornton  the  Elder,  and  that  it 
formerly  had  on  it  the  Twelve  Apostles  and  the  Seven 
Deeds  of  Charity,  with  the  following  inscription : — "  Orate 
"  pro  anima  Rogeri  de  Thornton  et  pro  Animabus  Fili- 
"  orum  et  Filiarum." 

Above  the  High  Altar,  and  underneath  the  Great  East- 
ern Window,  a  valuable  Painting,  by  Tintoretto,  has 
been  lately  placed.  The  subject, — Our  blessed  Saviour 
washing  his  Apostle's  Feet.  This  interesting  picture  was 
presented  to  the  Church  by  Sir  M.  W.  Ridley,  Bart. 

The  Font  seems  to  have  been  either  made  or  repaired 
at  the  expence  of  Robert  Rhodes,  as  his  coat  of  arms, 
with  another,  (probably  that  of  his  wife,)  are  sculptured 
on  the  basis.*  It  has  a  magnificent  cover  or  canopy  of 
exquisite  workmanship,  and  stands  at  the  north  west  cor- 
ner of  the  Chancel. 

The  Organ  is  situated  over  the  principal  entrance  to 
the  Chancel.  It  contains  22  stops,  and  has  recently  un- 
dergone a  thorough  repair,  and  received  several  consider- 
able improvements.  Mr  Thomas  Thompson,  the  present 
Organist,  was  appointed  in  the  year  1795. 

*  The  Arms  on  the  three  Shields  which  appear  in  the  annexed  engraving 
of  the  Font  are  as  follows,  viz  :  — 

The  centre  shield in  chief  a  greyhound  courant  and  in  base  three 

annulets for  Rhodes. 

The  shield  on   the  right  a  chevron   between  three  birds 

within  a  bordure  engrailed supposed  to  be  the  coat  of  Agnes,  wife 

of  Robert  Rhodes. 

The  shield  on  the  left  contains  these  two  coats  of  arms  quarterly. 

There  are  also  five  shields  on  the  roof  of  the  church,  with  the  arms  of 
Rhodes,  which  are  coloured  erroneously. — See  Vol.  2.  p.  24  and  40.  The 
proper  blazon  of  the  arms  being, — azure  three  annulets  or  ;  on  a  chief  argent 
3  greyhound  courant  of  the  second,  collared  gules. 
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It  is  said  this  Church  surpassed  all  others  in  the  North, 
both  in  the  number  and  richness  of  its  Chantries ;  there 
being  nine  (if  not  ten)  at  the  suppression  by  Henry  VIII. 

The  Chantry  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  and  St.  John  the 
Apostle,  which  was  situated  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Church,  lays  claim  to  high  antiquity,  having  been  found- 
ed in  the  year  1149,  by  Laurentius,  Prior  of  Durham. 
It  appears  to  have  been  re-founded  in  the  year  1333,  by 
Richard  De  Emeldon,  who  had  been  above  twelve  times 
Mayor  of  Newcastle.  He  was  permitted,  by  letters  pa- 
tent from  King  Edward  III.,  to  build  this  Chantry  upon 
a  piece  of  vacant  ground,  over  against  the  Chapel  of  St. 
Thomas  the  Martyr,  that  he  might  present  it  to  three 
Chaplains,  to  procure  their  prayers  for  him  whilst  he  was 
living,  and  after  he  was  dead,  and  also  for  the  souls  of  his 
wives,  and  his  father  and  mother,  &c.  every  day  at  the 
Altar  in  St.  Nicholas,  which  was  dedicated  to  John  the 
Baptist,  and  John  the  Apostle  and  Evangelist.  By  an 
order  from  Richard,  Lord  Bishop  of  Durham,  in  the 
year  1335,  the  Chaplains,  for  the  time  being,  were  obliged, 
on  the  anniversary  day  of  his  death,  every  year  for  ever, 
to  celebrate  his  memory  with  a  solemn  tolling  of  the  bells, 
and  devoutly  singing  by  note  in  the  evening  of  the  anni- 
versary, and  on  the  anniversary  itself,  and  solemnly  to 
sing  mass  for  the  soul  of  Richard  himself,  and  the  souls 
above  mentioned,  and  the  souls  of  all  the  faithful  depart- 
ed. And  after  mass,  one  of  the  Chaplains  was  to  distri- 
bute among  one  hundred  and  sixty  poor  people,  the  sum 
of  six  shillings  and  eightpence,  and  this  annually  for  ever. 
This  Chantry  is  said  to  have  been  founded  a  third  time 
by  Robert  Rhodes  and  Agnes  his  wife,  and  licensed  by 
Henry  VI.,  A.  D.   1428,  for  one   Chaplain,  with  an  an- 
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nuai  allowance  of  £l.  7s.  10d.,  and  a  house  for  his  resi- 
dence, given  by  the  Corporation  of  Newcastle,  out  of 
respect  to  the  memory  of  Robert  Rhodes,  to  whom  they 
owed  great  obligations. 

There  were  two  Chantries  of  St.  Catherine,  one  of 
which  was  anciently  founded  by  Alan  de  Durham,  and 
afterwards  re-founded  by  William  Johnson  and  Isabel  his 
wife,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  The  annual  value  was 
£6.  15s.  Od.  The  other  Chantry  of  St.  Catherine  was 
founded  by  Nicholas  and  John  Ellerker  :  the  annual  value 
£3.  14s.  8d.,  arising  out  of  certain  tenements  in  the 
Close,  Castle  Mote,  in  the  Side,  and  in  Sandgate. 

The  Chantry  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul  was  founded 
by  Adam  Fenrother  and  Alan  Hilton,  and  licensed  by 
King  Henry  IV.  The  annual  value  of  this  Chantry  was 
£4-.  1 3s.  4d.,  which  arose  out  of  tenements  in  the  Close, 
Side,  and  Westgate. 

The  Chantry  of  St.  Thomas  was  founded  by  John 
Shapecape,  and  licensed  by  King  Edward  III.,  having 
an  annual  revenue  of  £k.  12s.  6d. 

The  Chantry  of  Our  Lady,  styled  also  the  Altar  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  is  supposed  to  have  been  what  is 
now  called  the  South  Cross  of  the  Church.  The  exact 
date  of  its  foundation  is  not  certainly  known,  though 
there  is  no  doubt  of  its  having  been  founded  as  early  as 
the  reign  of  King  Edward  I.  at  the  least.  Neither  is  it 
known  by  whom  this  Chantry  was  founded ;  the  deed  of 
foundation  having  been  embezzled  by  Thomas  Ireland, 
one  of  its  Chaplains.  The  annual  revenue  was  £5.  16s.  Od. 

The  Chantry  of  St.  Margaret,  situated  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Church,  and  now  called  Bewicke's  Porch,  was 
founded  by  Stephen   Whitgray  and  Mary  his  wife,  in  the 
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reign  of  Richard  II.  (A.  D.  1394).  The  annual  value 
thereof  was  £5.  8s.  Od. 

The  Chantry  of  St.  Cuthbert  was  founded  by  Thomas 
Harrington  and  William  Redmarshall,  in  the  reign  of 
Richard  II.  The  yearly  revenue  of  this  Chantry  was 
£7.  3s.  2d.,  arising  out  of  tenements  on  the  Sandhill,  in 
the  Side,  and  Close. 

The  Chantry  of  St.  Loye  was  founded  by  Robert  Cas- 
tell,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  The  annual  revenue, 
amounting  to  j£4.  10s.  Od.,  arose  out  of  tenements  in  the 
Close,  Westgate,  and  a  little  Field,  situated  without  the 
Westgate,  called  Goose  Green  Close. 

There  is  a  valuable  Library  belonging  to  the  Church 
of  St.  Nicholas,  containing  an  extensive  collection  of 
books,  about  1600  volumes  of  which  were  bequeathed  by 
the  will  of  the  Rev.  Dr  Thomlinson,  Rector  of  Whick- 
ham,  for  the  free  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  Newcastle. 
The  edifice  in  which  the  books  are  deposited  adjoins  the 
Church  on  the  south  side,  and  was  erected  at  the  sole 
expence  of  the  munificent  Sir  Walter  Blackett,  Baronet, 
who  appointed  a  Librarian,  with  a  fixed  salary  of  £25. 
per  annum. 

The  ground  floor  of  this  edifice  is  the  present  Vestry 
of  St.  Nicholas'  Church,  wherein  are  preserved  the  parish 
registers.  That  of  baptisms  begins  A.  D.  1558,  and  that 
of  marriages  and  burials  in  1574. 

Upon  this  Church  depend  the  other  Churches  of  the 
town ;  the  Vicar  having  dues  from  them  all,  although 
they  are  each  of  them  a  distinct  parish  from  St.  Nicholas. 
The  Parochial  Chapels  of  South  Gosforth  and  Cramling- 
ton,  in  Northumberland,  also  belong  to  the  Church  of 
St.  Nicholas. 
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Newcastle  upon  Tyne. 


Richard  de  Aurea  Valle,  or  Goldburn,  was  parson 
of  this  Church  in  the  time  of  King  Henry  the  First ;  as 
was 

Gilbert  de  Lacy,  in  the  time  of  Henry  the  Third. 
William  de  Burdone  was  vicar  in  the  year  1316.     He 
occurs  also  in  1327. 

Master  John  de  Herlaw  was  vicar  in  1342. 
Matthew  de  Bolton  was  vicar  in  1353. 
Henry  Headlam  was  vicar  here  10  Rich.  II.   A.  D. 
1386. 

Nicholas  de  S occurs  as  vicar  October   10th, 

1401. 

Roger  de  Thresk  was  vicar  before  1418. 
William  Glyn  was  instituted  to  this  vicarage  January 
20th,   1418.     He  exchanged  with  the  above  Thresk  for 
the  vicarage  of  St.  Michael's,   Coventry. 

John  de  Heyworth  was  made  vicar  A.  D.  1436,  on  an 
exchange  with  Glyn. 

c 
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Thomas  Harelred  was  vicar  before  1494. 

John  Deye,  D.  D.  succeeded  T.  Harelred.  He  oc- 
curs as  vicar  at  the  feast  of  St.  Cuthbert,  in  March,  1494. 

William  Fell  was  vicar  before  1499. 

John  Sanderson  was  vicar  before  the  year  1532. 

John  Heryn,  L.  L.  D.  occurs  as  vicar  in  1536;  also 
in  1541.  He  had  obtained  a  licence,  which  never  took 
effect,  to  resigft  his  vicarage  to  Nicholas  Morrey,  L.  L.  B. 
with  a  pension  reserved  to  himself.     He  died  A.  D.  1543. 

Henry  Aglionbye,  S.  T.  P.  was  instituted  to  this  vicar- 
age November  15th,  1543,  on  the  death  of  Heryn.  He 
was  deprived  on  account  of  his  not  paying  his  tenths  to 
the  King. 

William  Purye,  A.  M.  was  instituted  July  15th,  1549, 
on  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  Aglionbye's  deprivation. 

William  Salkeld,  A.  M.  was  vicar  about  1553.  He 
was  buried  in  the  chancel  of  this  Church  August  25th, 
1568. 

John  Magbrey,  clerk,  was  instituted  to  this  vicarage 
November  13th,  1568.  He  was  buried  here  November 
16th,  1584. 

Richard  Holdsworth,  clerk,  was  instituted  to  this  vicar- 
age August  10th,  1585,  and  buried  in  the  Church  of  St. 
Nicholas  September  5th,  1596. 

William  Morton,  S.  T.  P.  was  preferred  to  this  vicar- 
age on  the  death  of  R.  Holdsworth,  and  was  buried  in 
St.  Nicholas'  Church  July  26th,  1620. 

Henry  Power,  A.  M.  was  inducted  to  this  vicarage 
September  23rd,  1620.  He  was  buried  in  this  Church 
September  3rd,   1623. 
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Thomas  Jackson,  S.  T.  P.  was  instituted  to  this  vicar- 
age November  27th,  1623,  which  he  resigned  in  1630. 
He  died  in  September  or  December  21,   1640. 

Yelderd  Alvey,  S.  T.  P.  was  preferred  to  this  vicar- 
age on  the  removal  of  Dr  Jackson  to  Oxford,  in  1630. 
By  the  title  of  A.  M.  of  Trinity  College,  Oxford,  a 
licence  was  granted  him  to  preach  in  the  town  of  New- 
castle. He  was  deposed  from  this  vicarage  May  26, 
1645,  by  an  order  of  the  Lords  and  Commons,  and  was 
buried  in  this  Church  March  19th,   1648. 

Robert  Jennison,  D.  D.  by  a  resolution  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  dated  Dec.  5th,  1644,  was  appointed  to 
the  vicarage  of  Newcastle,  in  the  place  of  Y.  Alvey,  re- 
moved for  his  delinquency.  He  died  November  6th,  1652, 
and  was  buried  in  this  Church  on  the  8th  following. 

November  5th,  1652,  there  was  an  order  of  common 
council  to  appoint  Mr  Samuel  Hammond  to  preach  at  St. 
Nicholas'  on  Sunday  forenoons,  and  to  lecture  on  Thurs- 
days. He  was  of  the  sect  called  "  The  Congregational 
Judgment."  He  would  not  conform  at  the  restoration. 
S.  Hammond  is  said  to  have  been  succeeded  here  by 
John  Knightbridge. 

Thomas  Nailer,  A.  M.  was  instituted  to  this  vicarage 
February  9th,  1662.  He  was  buried  in  this  Church 
April  15th,   1679. 

John  March,  B.  D.  occurs  June  25th,  1679.  He  died 
December  2nd,  1692,  and  was  buried,  on  the  4th  follow- 
ing, in -this  Church. 

Leonard  Welstead  was  inducted  to  this  vicarage  in 
Februazy,  1693.  He  came  in  by  option.  Mr  Welstead 
died  November  13th,  1694,  and  was  buried  on  the  15th 
following  in  the  chancel  of  this  Church. 
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Nathaniel  Ellison,  D.  D.  was  appointed  vicar  of  this 
Church  April  30th,  1695.  He  died  May  4-th,  1721, 
aged  sixty-four  years,  and  was  buried  on  the  7th  follow- 
ing under  the  east  window  of  the  south  isle  of  this  Church. 
William  Bradford,  A.  M.  and  aged  twenty-five  years, 
was  inducted  to  this  vicarage  August  2nd,  1721.  He 
died  July  15th,  1728,  in  the  thirty-second  year  of  his 
age,  and  was  buried  in  Westminster  Abbey. 

Thomas  Turner,  A.  M.  of  St.  John's  College,  Cam- 
bridge, was  inducted  to  this  vicarage  August  2nd,  1728. 
He  died  in  the  57th  year  of  his  age,  June  1st,  1760,  and 
was  buried  in  the  chancel  of  St.  Nicholas'. 

John  Brown,  D.  D.  was  inducted  to  the  vicarage  of 
Newcastle  upon  Tyne  January  6th,  1761.  He  died  by 
an  act  of  suicide  September  23rd,  1766,  at  his  lodgings 
in  Pail-Mall,  London.  He  was  on  his  way  to  the  Court 
of  Petersburgh,  whither  he  had  been  invited  by  the  Em- 
press of  Russia,  to  frame  a  new  code  of  laws  for  that  great 
empire. 

Richard  Fawcett,  D.  D.  was  inducted  to  this  vicarage 
January  3rd,   1767.     He  died  April  30th,   1782. 

Dr  Law,  son  of  the  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  was  appointed, 
on  the  death  of  Dr  Fawcett,  to  the  vicarage  of  Newcastle, 
but  was  never  inducted,  as  he  was  then  in  Ireland,  attend- 
ing as  chaplain  to  the  Duke  of  Portland,  where,  having 
been  promoted  to  the  See  of  Clonfert,  James  Stephen 
Lushington,  A.  M.  his  brother-in-law,  was  nominated  to 
this  vicarage,  and  inducted  Saturday,  August  10th,  1782. 
lie  died  June  17th,  1801,  and  was  buried  in  this  Church. 
Joseph  Dacre  Carlisle,  B.  D.  Chancellor  of  Carlisle, 
Professor  of  Arabic  in  the   University  of  Cambridge,  and 
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chaplain  to  the  Honourable  and  Right  Rev.  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  Durham,  was  inducted  to  the  vicarage  of  New- 
castle upon  Tyne  October  5th,  1801.  Died  April  12th, 
1804;  and  was  succeeded  upon  the  19th  May  following, 
by  John  Smith,  A.  M.   Rector  of  Silkstone,  Yorkshire.

ST.  NICHOLAS. 

William  Peirson  occurs  A.  D.  1604. 

Thomas  Stephenson  is  mentioned  as  lecturer  here  Au- 
gust 31st,  1634.  He  resigned  his  lectureship  December 
9th,   1639. 

John  Bewick,  A.  M.  was  appointed  to  succeed  him. 

May  12th,  1643,  Dr  Wiseheart,  or  Wishart,  was  ap- 
pointed to  this  lecture. 

There  is  an  order  of  common  council,  May  30th,  1 645, 
for  appointing  Mr  Cuthbert  Sydenham  and  Mr  William 
Durant  to  this  lecture. 

July  5th,  1647,  Mr  Sydenham  was  settled  singly  at  St. 
Nicholas  on  Sunday  afternoons. 

March  20th,  1656,  there  was  an  order  of  common 
council  for  Mr  John  Tilsley,  "of  the  Presbyterian  Judg- 
ment," to  preach  here  every  Lord's  Day  in  the  afternoon, 
and  once  a  month  in  the  forenoon,  at  the  monthly  sacra- 
ment. 
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March  2nd,  1657,  Mr  Tilsley  having  removed  into 
Lancashire,  and  "  the  elders  and  others  of  St.  Nicholas 
having  given  a  call  to  Mr  John  Knightbridge,  fellow  of 
Peter-House,  Cambridge,"  there  is  an  order  of  common 
council,  appointing  him  to  preach  on  Sunday  afternoons, 
and  once  a  month  in  the  forenoon  at  the  monthly  sacra- 
ment, also  on  other  solemn  days. 

Dr  Wiseheart  occurs  again  about  1660. 

August  27th,  1662,  on  the  removal  of  Dr  Wiseheart 
to  the  Bishoprick  of  Edinburgh,  John  Bewick,  A.  M. 
was  appointed  to  this  lecture. 

July  27th,  1671,  Mr  William  Mair,  or  Mayer,  was 
appointed  to  this  lecture  on  the  death  of  J.  Bewick. 

August  30th,  1676,  Mr  John  March,  a  conformist, 
afterwards  vicar,  was  appointed  to  this  lectureship  on  the 
removal  of  W.  Mayer  to  All  Saints. 

June  25th,  1679,  Mr  John  Rawlett  was  appointed  to 
this  lectureship  on  the  removal  of  Mr  March  to  the  vicar- 
age. He  died  September  28th,  and  was  buried  Septem- 
ber 30th,   1686,  in  this  Church,  aged  44  years. 

October  4th,  1686,  Jonathan  Davison,  B.  D.  was  ap- 
pointed to  this  lectureship  on  the  death  of  J.  Rawlett. 

December  2nd,  1687,  George  Tully,  A.  M.  was  ap- 
pointed to  this  lectureship.      He  died  April  24th,  1695. 

In  the  year  1695,  Mr  (afterwards  Dr)  Robert  Tomlin- 
son  was  appointed  to  this  lectureship  on  the  death  of  G. 
Tully.  He  resigned  December  16th,  1723,  to  receive  a 
pension  of  ^52  10s.  a  year  for  life.  He  died  March  24-th, 
1748,  aged  79  years. 

March  7th,  1724,  Thomas  Dockwray,  A.  M.  of  St. 
John's  College,  Cambridge,  was  appointed  lecturer  of  St. 
Nicholas,  on  the  resignation  of  Dr  Tomlinson. 
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A.  D.  1752,  Thomas  Dockwray,  A.  M.  (afterwards 
D.  D.)  fellow  of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  was  ap- 
pointed to  this  lectureship  on  the  resignation  of  his  uncle, 
December  20th,  that  year.  He  died  Sunday,  December 
14th,   1783. 

December  17th,  1783,  Henry  Ridley,  A.  M.  late  fel- 
low of  University  College,  Oxford,  was  appointed  after- 
noon and  holiday  lecturer  of  St.  Nicholas,  on  the  death 
of  Dr  Dockwray.     He  resigned  December  21st,  1800. 

January  19th,  1801,  John  Forster,  A.  M.  was  ap- 
pointed afternoon  lecturer  and  holiday  preacher  on  the 
resignation  of  H.  Ridley. 

January  19th,  1807,  James  Blackburn,  A.  M.  Fellow 
of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  was  appointed  to  this  lec- 
tureship on  the  resignation  of  J.  Forster.

HE  above   engraving  is  a  repre- 
sentation of  the  effigies  of  a  man, 
in  stone,  at  full  length,  with  his 
legs  across,    and  his  dog  at  his 
feet,  having  a  shield  of  arms  and 
a   sword,  which  formerly  lay  in 
a  niche   in   the   wall   under   the 
window  of  St  Mary's  Porch.   "  This,"  says  Bourne, 
are  informed,  was  the  fashion  of  burying  those  only 
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who  took  upon  them  the  cross,  and  were  marked  with  the 
badge  of  the  cross,  for  sacred  warfare,  in  recovering  the 
Holy  Land  from  the  Turks.  He  is  supposed  to  have  been 
one  of  the  family  of  the  Scroopes." 

Brand,  in  his  history  of  Newcastle,  says,  "  Some  have 
supposed  this  to  have  been  the  effigies  of  the  founder  of 
the  chantry.  Peter  de  Mauley,  a  noble  baron,  who  bore, 
according  to  Guillim,  or,  a  bend  sable,  was,  in  the  42nd 
of  Edward  III.,  joined  with  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  and 
some  others,  for  guarding  the  east  marches  ;  also  43 
Edward  III.  and  in  the  3rd  of  Richard  II.,  with  the  Earl 
of  Northumberland  and  others.  He  died  March  19th, 
6  itichard  II.  See  Dugdale's  Baronage,  torn.  i.  p.  735. 
As  warden  of  the  east  marches,  he  would  probably  reside 
at  Newcastle,  where  also  he  might  die,  and  be  buried  in 
this  Church.  However  that  may  be,  his  arms  correspond 
exactly  with  those  on  the  shield  of  the  cross-legged  figure" 
above  represented.

HIS  monument,"  says  Brand? 
"  is  of  marble,  which  has  been 
painted  and  gilded  since  its  first 
i  erection — it  is  affixed  to  a  pillar 
on  the  north  side  of  the  south 
isle.  At  the  top  are  the  images 
|j  of  Faith,  Hope,  and  Charity, 
with  their  usual  attributes.  Below  these  are  the  statues 
of  three  persons  of  each  sex,  in  suppliant  attitudes,  and 
on  their  knees.  The  two  on  each  side  of  the  desk  in 
front  are  evidently  meant  for  Henry  Maddison  and  Eliza- 
beth his  wife,  the  daughter  of  Robert   Barker."     Above 
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their  heads  are  two  shields  of  arms.  The  first,  Quarterly 
1st  and  4th  Argent,  two  battle  axes  in  saltier  sable,  for 
Maddison.  2nd  and  3rd  Argent,  on  a  chevron  between 
three  martlets  sable,  a  mullet  of  six  points  or,  for  Mar- 
ley.  Plate  6,  Fig.  1.  The  second,  Maddison  and  Mar- 
ley  Quarterly  as  above,  impaling,  Sable,  a  rere-mouse 
displayed  argent,  on  a  chief  gules,  three  roses  or,  for 
Barker.  Plate  6,  Fig.  2.  "  He  is  represented  in  the 
habit  of  an  alderman  of  Newcastle.  The  two  figures  be- 
hind them  on  the  west  side  represent  old  Lionel  Maddi- 
son, also  an  alderman  of  that  town,  who  married  a  Sey- 
mour. Above  them  a  shield."  Maddison  and  Marley 
Quarterly,  impaling,  Gules,  a  fess  ermine  between  three 
pair  of  wings  conjoined  in  lure  argent,  for  Seymour. 
Plate  7,  Fig.  1.  "The  figures  on  the  east  side  seem 
intended  for  Sir  Lionel  Maddison,  (knighted  by  King 
Charles  I.  whom  he  entertained  at  dinner  June  4th, 
1633),  and  his  wife,  who  must  have  been  a  Hall."  Mad- 
dison and  Marley  Quarterly,  impaling  Argent,  a  fess  en- 
grailed between  .three  griffons'  heads,  erased  sable,  for 
Hall.  Plate  7,  Fig.  2.  "  On  a  coat  of  arms  above,  with 
the  helmet  of  a  Knight,  with  the  crest  of  Marley,*  which 
I  find  was  granted  to  him,  with  liberty  to  quarter  the 
arms  of  Marley,  by  Le  Neve,  norroy  king  at  arms,  June 
5th,  1635  ;  the  crest  of  Maddison  being  a  lion's  head 
erased,  as  it  appeared  on  an  adjacent  grave-stone."  (See 
Plate  5,  Fig.  2.)  "  I  suppose  this  Sir  Lionel  to  have 
erected  the  monument,  having  modestly  left  a   compart- 

*   At  present  there  is  neither  helmet  nor  crest  on  this  monument. 
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ment  without  any  inscription  on  that  side,  which  his  de- 
scendants have  never  filled  up.  Indeed,  as  he  deserted 
the  royal  cause,  he  would  therefore  be  an  unpopular  cha- 
racter after  the  restoration."  Underneath  are  sixteen 
smaller  statues,  all  kneeling,  representing  the  sixteen 
children  of  Henry  and  Elizabeth  Maddison,  and  a  series 
of  small  shields,  pointing  out  their  intermarriages,  as  fol- 
low : — 

1 .  Argent,  a  bend  engrailed  between  six  martlets  sable, 
for  Tempest,  impaling  Maddison  and  Marley  Quarterly, 
Plate  8,  Fig.  1,  for  Jane,  who  married  William  Tem- 
pest,  Esq. 

2.  Maddison  and  Marley  Quarterly,  in  a  lozenge- 
shaped  shield,  Plate  8,  Fig.  3,  for  Susan,  who  must  have 
died  unmarried. 

3.  Argent,  afessoffive  lozenges  gules,  each  charged 
with  a  mullet  of  the  first,  between  three  bears'  heads 
erased  sable,  musled  or,  for  Bewicke,  impaling  Maddi- 
son and  Marley  Quarterly,  Plate  8,  Fig.  2,  for  Elizabeth, 
who  married  William  Bewicke. 

4.  Maddison  and  Marley  Quarterly,  in  a  lozenge- 
shaped  shield,  Plate  8,  Fig.  3,  for  Barbara,  who  died 
unmarried. 

5.  Ermine,  three  long  bows  paleways  in  fess  gules,  for 
Bowes,  impaling  Maddison  and  Marley  Quarterly,  Plate 
8,  Fig.  4,  for  Eleanor,  who  married  Mr  Francis  Bowes. 

6.  An  empty  shield,  impaling  Maddison  and  Marlev 
Quarterly,  Plate  8,  Fig.  5,  for  Jane,  who,  it  appears, 
married  a  husband  who  proved  no  arms.

E  are  favoured  with  the  following 
description  of  the  elegant  monu- 
ment, lately  erected  in  St  Nicho- 
las's Church,  in  this  town,  to  the 
memory  of  Matthew  Ridley,  of 
Blagdon  and  Heaton,  in  the 
County  of  Northumberland,  Esq. 
A  figure  in  statuary  marble,  as  large  as  life,  bearing 
a  resemblance  of  the  features  and  person  of  the  late  Mr 
Ridley,  (at  the  period  to  which  the  medallion  and  inscrip-

tion  allude),  is  represented  in  a  Roman  habit,  sitting  in 
the  curule  chair,  the  seat  of  magistracy,  with  a  serious, 
but  placid  countenance,  as  considering  of  the  general 
welfare  of  the  people  over  whom  he  presided;  under  the 
chair  are  placed  the  scales  and  fasces,  as  emblems  of  jus- 
tice and  authority ;  beneath  this  is  the  entablature,  con- 
taining the  inscription. 

"  The  base  of  the  monument  is  formed  by  a  medallion, 
on  which  the  town  of  Newcastle  is  represented  by  a  female 
figure,  crowned  with  turrets,  having  a  shield  by  her, 
bearing  the  arms  of  the  town ;  near  her  is  an  urn,  from 
which  are  seen  issuing  salmon,  the  peculiar  attribute  of 
the  River  Tyne,  attacked  by  Rebellion,  who,  treading 
on  the  crown  and  sceptre,  (ensigns  of  royalty),  bears  in 
one  hand  the  torch  of  sedition,  in  the  other  the  sword  of 
destruction :  in  an  attitude  of  supplication,  she  inclines 
herself  towards  an  armed  figure,  who  protects  her  with 
his  shield,  and  with  a  sword  in  his  right  hand  resists  the 
figure  of  Rebellion.  On  the  shield  are  represented  the 
arms  of  the  family  of  Ridley ;  the  helmet  is  ornamented 
with  a  bull,  which  is  the  crest.  As  a  finishing,  under 
the  medallion  two  cornucopias  are  introduced,  represent- 
ing the  general  effect  of  plenty,  (attendant  on  the  care  of 
active  magistrates),  connected  by  a  civic  crown,  the  re- 
ward amongst  the  Romans  of  civil  virtue.  The  figure  is 
placed  against  an  obelisk  of  white  marble,  eight  feet  high, 
on  the  top  of  which  is  a  very  elegant  urn,  bearing  the 
family  arms  emblazoned."  Quarterly,  1st.  and  4th.  gules, 
on  a  chevron  between  three  hawks,  argent,  as  many  pel- 
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lets,  for  Ridley.  2nd.  and  3rd.  argent,  three  cocks'  heads

Note. — Although  the  Monument,  or  rather  Cenotaph,  is  erected  in 
the  Church  of  St.  Nicholas,  Mr  and  Mrs  Henry  Askew  and  their 
infant  Son  were  interred  in  a  family  vault  in  St.  John's,  as  were  also 
Adam  Askew  and  Anne  his  Wife,  with  several  of  their  children. 

In  the  centre  of  this  very  beautiful  Monument  is  dis- 
played an  altar  or  pedestal,  surmounted  by  an  urn,  in 
which  are  supposed  to  be  deposited  the  ashes  of  the 
deceased,  and  on  its  exterior  their  profile  likenesses  are 
admirably  sculptured  in  basso-relievo.  On  the  left  of 
the  altar  is  an  exquisite  female  figure,  illustrative  of  Gra- 
titude, in  the  act  of  directing  two  beautiful  children,  a 
male  and  female,  who  occupy  the  front,  bearing  wreaths 
of  flowers,  to  present  them  to  JSenevolence,  who  is  repre- 
sented on  the  right  of  the  urn,  which  she  embraces  with 
one  arm,  and  with  the  other  enwreathes  it  with  the 
children's  offering.     Near  this  figure  a  Pelican  is  disco- 
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verecl  with  her  young,  deriving  nourishment  from  the  pa- 
rent's "  Bosom's  vital  stream."  A  Dove,  emblematic  of 
innocence,  nestles  at  the  children's  feet ;  and  a  Stork, 
whose  filial  tenderness  and  watchful  affection  render  its 
introduction  peculiarly  appropriate,  is  seen  to  the  left  of 
Gratitude.  The  whole  is  admirably  executed,  and  beau- 
tifully illustrative  of  the  inscription.

HE    Stone    Figure,    described   at 
id    the  commencement  of  this  Work, 
and  then  lying  on  the  South  Side 
of  the  Nave,  has  since  been  re- 
moved into  Saint   Mary's   Porch, 
where  it  was  originally  placed.   It 
has  been  cleaned,  and  its  general 
ance  so  materially  improved,  that  the  publisher  has

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been  induced  to  give  a  new  engraving  of  it ;  and  he  is 
now  enabled  to  describe  it  with  some  degree  of  precision, 
and  to  correct  the  errors  contained  in  former  accounts. 
The  figure  is  recumbent,  having  its  legs  crossed ;  it  is 
habited  in  a  hauberk  of  chain  mail,  and  surcoat,  with  a 
sword  and  shield  of  arms ;  at  its  feet  is  a  lion.  On  the 
left  side  of  the  effigies  there  is  a  part  of  a  figure,  with 
the  arms  expanded,  the  right  hand  being  held  up  to  the 
sword,  and  the  left,  which  is  much  mutilated,  stretched 
towards  the  shield.

His  right  hand  rests  upon  an  altar  or 
pedestal,  and  grasps  a  roll ;  at  the  foot  of  the  pedestal 
lies  a  volume,  inscribed  "Magna  Charta";  behind  the 
figure  is  seen  a  curile  chair,  underneath  which  are  placed 
the  fasces  and  scales,  in  allusion  to  the  senatorial  and 
magisterial  functions  of  the  deceased,  whilst  a  military 
standard,  on  the  top  of  which  is  a  lion,  is  seen  leaning 
against  the  pedestal;  above  the  standard  hangs  a  shield 
charged  with  the  family  arms.

erected  in  St.  Nicholas'  church, 
in  this  town,  by  Mr  Baily, 
A.  R.  A.  It  is  of  white  marble. 
On  a  pedestal,  to  which  there  is 
an  ascent  by  steps,  is  a  full  length  of  the  Colonel,  in  a 
sitting  posture  (a  capital  likeness)  supported  by  a  Female, 
whose  hand  he  grasps.  A  figure  of  Hope  stands  in  front, 
pointing  to  an  Angel  above,  holding  a  scroll,  inscribed 
"  Blessed  are  they  that  mourn,  for  they  shall  be  com- 
forted."* The  upper  part  of  the  monument  consists  of  a 
fine  pointed  arch,  crowned  with  a  pinacled  pediment ;  the 
whole  displays  great  delicacy,  and  richness  of  detail. 


A  part  of  this  monument  was  exhibited  in  the  Royal 
Academy,  Somerset  House,  London,  in  May,  1819. 
The  following  critique  is  copied  from  The  Examiner 
Newspaper  of  that  date  : — 

"  Mr  Bailey  has  beautifully  executed  a  monument 
to  the  memory  of  Col.  Bewicke,  from  a  graceful  design 
of  the  late  classical  sculptor,  Mr  Theed.  It  is  of  a  fe- 
male sunk  on  the  shoulder,  and  holding  the  hand  of  her 
husband,  who  is  looking  up  as  if,  in  a  "  silent  soft  ad-

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dress,"  he  was  invoking  a  blessing  upon  the  disconsolate 
mourner.  The  performance  touches  the  heart  to  its 
centre.  It  has  much  of  the  rhetoric  of  actual  life,  when 
the  bitterness  of  parting  in  death  occurs  between  friends, 
the  soul's  anguish  rejects  all  wonted  enjoyments,  the  gar- 
den of  the  world  appears  as  a  gloomy  wilderness,  and 
the  days  of  peace  to  be  departed."

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On  the  alteration  of  this  church,  A.  D.  1783,  the  roof 
was  ornamented  with  a  great  number  of  additional  coats 
of  arms.  There  are  three  rows  of  these  on  the  ceiling, 
between  the  organ  loft  and  great  eastern  window,  partly 
modern  and  partly  old  ones.  The  following  are  on  that 
row  which  is  on  the  spectator's  right  hand,  as  he  stands 
under  the  centre  row,  and  looks  up  the  church  from  the 
communion  table.

N  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1810,  a 
beautiful  monument  was  erected  in 
St.  Mary's  Porch,  to  the  memory 
of  the  late  Rev.  Hugh  Moises, 
A.  M.  of  this  town.  The  expences 
were  defrayed  by  a  subscription 
among  his  pupils.  The  monument 
is  of  fine  white  marble,  executed  by 
Flaxman,  and  represents  Religion, 
in  the  form  of  a  female,  with  her  eyes  fixed  on  heaven, 
and  leaning  on  a  cippus,  which  is  surmounted  by  an  urn  : 
on  the  side  of  the  cippus  is  an  admirably  executed  medal- 
lion of  the  venerable  divine.  A  tablet  beneath  bears  the 
following  inscription,  from  the  classical  pen  of  the  Right 
Hon.  Sir  William  Scott,  one  of  his  most  distinguished 
pupils  : —

*  We  have  this  week  to  conclude  our  obituary  with  the  melancholy  account 
of  the  death  of  Charles  Atkinson,  Esq,  an  Alderman  of  this  Corporation, 
whose  worth  and  virtues  will  long  be  held  in  respect,  and  his  unhappy  fate 
deplored  by  all  who  knew  him.  On  Sunday  morning  last,  walking  with  his 
son  amongst  his  Coal  Works,  near  Dumfernline,  in  Scotland,  he  went  to 
examine  the  mouth  of  an  old  pit,  and  whilst  looking  down,  a  piece  of  timber 
on  which  he  stood  gave  way,  and  precipitated  him  to  the  bottom,  a  depth  of 
about  forty  fathoms,  ten  of  which  were  supposed  to  be  filled  with  water. 
It  was  several  hours  before  his  remains,  which  were  considerably  mangled, 
could  be  recovered.

SOUTH  GOSFORTH, 

Or  Gosford,  is  a  chapel  of  ease  to  St.  Nicholas,  and  is  si- 
tuated two  miles  and  a  quarter  north-east  from  Newcastle. 
Robert  Lisle,  of  Gosford,  gave  to  his  son,  Otwell  Lisle, 
with  Isabel,  his  wife,  in  frank  marriage,  South  Gosford,

with  tlie  advowson  of  die  church  and  mill,  &c.  This 
Robert  Lisle  married  the  daughter  of  Richard  Canvill, 
who,  with  the  consent  of  his  wife,  gave  him  Gosford,  in 
Northumberland  ;  and  King  Henry  II.,  by  his  charter, 
confirmed  the  gift.  In  the  year  1377,  the  advowson  of 
the  church  of  South  Gosford  was  disputed  between  the 
King,  the  Bishop  and  Prior  of  Carlisle,  and  Matthew 
Bolton,  clerk,  vicar  of  Newcastle.  In  1391,  Sir  Robert 
Lisle  was  presented  with  the  lordship  of  Gosford,  with 
the  mill  and  advowson  of  the  church  by  his  elder  brother, 
Thomas  Lisle.  This  Sir  Robert  Lisle,  Knt.  married 
Mary,  one  of  the  daughters  and  heirs  of  Aymer,  of  Athol, 
uncle  to  David  Strabolgie*  Earl  of  Athol.  This  Adamar, 
or  Aymer,  of  Athol,  lived  at  Jesmond,  and  was  buried 
with  his  lady  in  the  Trinity  Chapel,  in  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  in  Newcastle.  By  an  agreement  made  between 
Humphrey  Lisle,  Esq.  and  the  Vicar  of  Newcastle  upon 
Tyne,  March  the  20th,  1494-,  the  former  appears  to 
have  quitted  his  claim  to  the  advowson  of  South  Gosford. 
This  church  was  re-built  about  the  year  1798,  and 
considerably  enlarged  A.  D.  1819.
